School officers of Morgan county 
to tile n u m b e r'o f 7 5 met Wednesday 
iii the office of County Supt. Ii. C. 
Montgomery for a conference. 
The 
meeting was called by 
Mr. Mont­ 
gomery an d the hour fixed for noon 
in order to ac com m odate those com­ 
pelled to leave the city on early a ft­ 
ernoon trains. 
N otw ithstanding the 
unpleasant w ea th er and the bad con­ 
dition of the roads the attendance, 
as already indicated, was large and 
many of the officials present were 
from distant parts of the 
county. 
The conference resulted in the for­ 
mation of the Morgan County School 
D irectors’ association. 
Officers were 
elected and an executive com mittee 
was appointed to discuss some recent 
legislation with reference tc school 
m a tte rs and to report a t another 
general meeting Nov. ti. 
This com­ 
mittee will meet next Saturday for 
organization and for the considera­ 
tion of various 
ubjeets. 
Supt. M ontgom ery talked for

on

schools, giving his ideas as to what 
a re the most essential 
things for 
school equipment. 
He spent
